Amendment to the Specification 

Applicant has amended paragraph 0021 of the Summary section of the specification to 
describe one embodiment of the vacant space between folding rings as a gap between the folding 
rings. This amendment is supported by Figures 3-6 of the specification. 

Applicant has amended paragraph 0033 of the specification to add a description of 
folding zone 50. Folding zone 50 includes the area of the folding roller that holds the folding 
elements. This amendment is made to particularly describe that portion of the folding roller that 
holds the folding elements. Because this part of the structure was first disclosed in the drawings 
as originally filed, particularly as seen in Figures 3 and 5, this amendment adds no new matter. 

Applicant has amended paragraph 0035 of the Detailed Description of the specification to 
describe one embodiment of the unoccupied space between folding rings as a gap. This 
amendment is supported by Figures 3-6 of the specification. 

Amendment to the Drawings 

Applicant has attached as Appendix II an amendment to the drawings. Specifically, 
Figures 3 and 5 have been amended to add reference number 50 which denotes the folding zone 
within which the paper sheets are folded downstream of folding rollers within the folding zone. 
Applicant respectfully submits that this is not new matter but merely defines a structure of the 
claimed invention that was present in the original drawings at the time the application was first 
filed. Applicant respectfully requests entrance of the amended drawings. 

Amendment to the Claims 

In the Advisory Action, the Examiner stated that new Claim 7, submitted in the 
Amendment after Final, would be allowable if submitted in a separate, timely filed amendment 
cancelling the non-allowable claims. Applicants have retained Claim 7, cancelled Claims 1-5, 
and added new Claims 8-10 which all depend from Claim 7. Applicants respectfully request 
entry of this amendment into the record and allowance of Claims 8-10.

Objection to Claim 5 

The Examiner objected to Claim 5 as incorrectly depending from Claim 4 and stated that 
Claim 5 should depend from Claim 1.

The § 102 (b) Rejections of Claims 1-5 

The Examiner rejected Claims 1-5 under 35 U.S.C. § 102 (b) as anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,147273 to Rottman, et al. ("Rottman" or "the Rottman patent"). Applicant has 
cancelled Claims 1-5 thereby rendering the rejection of those claims moot.
